WOMEN MAY 
OUTVOTE MEN 
HERETUESDAY 


Tuesday could be “ladies day" 
in Gettysburg. 
When the borough’s voters cast 
their ballots between 7 a m. and 
8 p m. Tuesday, 3,501 will be eli­ 
gible to vote. 
Of that number 1.803 are women 
and 1,698 men — marking the first 
time in history that the women 
have outnumbered the male vot­ 
ers in the town. 
Much of the increase in wom­ 
en voters is in the Republican 
ranks. The "ladies” outnumber 
the “ gentlemen” among the 2.137 
Republican voters in the town, 
1,143 to 994. and outnumber the 
males in every district: 
First 
Ward, First Precinct, 232 to 197: 
First 
Ward. 
Second 
Precinct. 
274 to 270; Second Ward. 309 to 
249, and Third Ward, 328 to 278. 
To Elect 3 Directors 
The Democratic men have a 
slight lead over the number of 
Democratic women, 670 to 627, 
throughout the town, but the ladies 
have the edge in two districts: 
Second Precinct of First Ward 
where the women total 156 and 
the men 152 and in Second Ward 
where the ladies total 173 and the 
men 162. In First Ward, First 
Precinct, there are KW Demo­ 
cratic men to 85 women and in 
the Thud Ward, 253 men to 213 
women.

We were able to restore the power 
in 26 mimics, but we have not yet

why the

safty devices cut the power off. 
A group of experts from the York 
Metropolitan Edison Co. is com­ 
ing in today in an effort to find the 
cause.”

Free Library. 
To your reporter this seems 
like the logical way to finance 
the library. This is a non­ 
profit institution which serves 
the entire county regardless 
of race, creed or color. It is a 
fair tax, a very small tax and 
will not inflict a 
financial 
hardship on anyone. 
The Free Library has been 
operating on a meager budget 
for some time and has had 
difficulty expanding its serv­ 
ices 
and 
enlarging 
on 
its 
bookshelves, all for the bene­ 
fit of all Adams Countians. 
One protesting voice said; 
“ Why, if this referendum is 
passed it will increase my tax 
by almost $1.15.” That may be 
true but $1.15 will not buy one 
book a year. The school chil­ 
dren of the county who are 
served 
by 
the 
bookmobile 
surely are worth more than 
$1.15 per year. 
It is suggested that voters 
give careful consideration to 
this proposal before they vote 
against it. On the contrary it 
is hoped that sufficient Adams 
Countians will be charitable 
enough in their supixirt to ap­ 
prove this referendum.

October weather in Gettysburg 
was considerably warmer than is 
normal for that time of year and 
Gettysburg Times weather records 
show it was the warmest October 
here since 1954. It followed the 
hottest September in 18 years. 
The average temperature last 
month was 57.8 degrees which is 
almost four degrees above the nor­ 
mal of 53.9 degrees. The tem pera­ 
ture range here was between a 
high of 90 degrees on October 5 
to a low of 28 degrees on last 
Thursday, October 29. 
High tem peratures for each day 
last month av eraged 67 64 degrees 
and the average low reading was 
48 06 degrees. 
Rainfall was above normal by 
more than a half inch but left 
the first IO months of the year 
with a total of 32.87 inches of 
rain. That is 2.23 inches short of 
normal. On IO days last month. 
a total of 3.83 inches of rain fell 
and that is .54 inches above the 
normal 3.29 inches.

“ Home-coming at Gettysburg Is 
for many not unlike the historic 
book of Ezra,” Dr. William F. 
Sunday declared in his .sermon at 
the annual alumni service held 
in Christ Chapel of Gettysburg 
College Sunday morning.

'E zra 31, ID is past of the record 
of perhaps the most significant 
home-coming in history. It was a 
select army of home-comers that 
made its way along the banks of 
the Euphrates singing and shout­ 
ing for joy. even though they 
knew that hardship lay ahead. 
Theirs was not a mission to gath­ 
er souvenirs on ancient battle­ 
fields or to debate the logistics 
of celebrated victories or defeats. 
Their intent was to express gratl 
tude for the past and to dedi­ 
cate their heritage to he future.”

Comparing Gettysburg’s home 
coming with the Biblical account. 
Dr Sunday said, “They returned 
believing that their home-coming 
was related to the future rather 
than to the past, and do we not 
return to Gettysburg more con­ 
cerned about the future than we 
are about the past?” 
Dr. Sunday referred to the early 
beginnings of the college, its found­ 
ers, heritage and traditions, pay­ 
ing tribute to the faculty, admin­ 
istrative officers, students “ and 
the hundreds of faithful alumni 
who have conributed greatly to 
the college’s progress.” 
“ If we remain true to our herit­ 
age. we may look into the fu­ 
ture, confident that the windows 
of our alma mater will continue 
to be lighted. May it ever be said 
of Gettysburg College that it is 
full of light, the eternal light of 
faith in God and in man.”

Van Doren said, was that 
as the scion of a famous literary 
family and a member of the Co­ 
lumbia University faculty, Van 
Doren would “ increase public re­ 
spect for the intellectual life. for 


He said Freedman also told him 
“it was all entertainment” and 
coaching of contestants was rou­ 
tine.
